Consequently the government faces 


enourmous prices, with enormous profits, 
on the one hand and a constant demand 
for a fairer division of the spoil on the 
other, ; 

Primarily the fault must lie with capital, 
which has shown an eager willingness in 
many instances to profit by the nation’s 
misfortune. Unprecedented demand has 
ereated an opportunity for higher yrices 
end Jarger profits, and has stimulated 
grecd, The high priees have resulted in 
the discomfiture of the consumer and have 
not resulted in a fair distribution of the 
loot between the employers and the labor- 
ers. Under such cireumstances strikes are 
almost unavoidable, nor is it necessary to 
charge them to dislovalty on the part of the 
laboring men. 

The laborer who sees the price of the 
product whieh he produces advanced 100 
per cent while his wages are advanced 10 
per cent is not going to be satisfied with 
that division. The attitude of his employ- 
er toward the government and the people 
is no encouragement to him to sacrifice his 
own interests for the sake of the common 
good, for he sees on every hand the men 
of higher station waxing fat on war’s op. 
portunity. If his employer is not patri- 
otic he sees no reason why the spoils of un- 
patriotic greed should not be divided more 
evenly. 


The preacher who predicts the United 
States of Europe has not looked far enough 
ahead. There will be more than one repub- 
lic in Central Europe when the conflict 
shall end—and there will be no monarchy.
